LB374 also contains transfer of monies between funds in Section 265 and in addition to the new appropriation amounts contained in the 
bill, the bill generally reappropriates FY10-11 unexpended General Fund balances for operations only. Reappropriation of aid amounts 
is provided for in selected instances.
